Caberinłs, under a Guard, ta be by them conveyed to 
6” _ rhe Tower; and the helliſh Mob of the Place ang in an 
FE ; 6 ._pproar, cried-our, Feſuits, Papi ſta, Devils, Blot Fucker „ 
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Murderert, and what not; and ſo pelted us with Dirt, 
Turnip-tops, and all manner of Filth that lay in the way, 
that before we came to the Tower, both Men and Wo- 
men were in ſuch a Pickle, that we could hardly be known 
or ſeen what we were made of, only as we had Life, we 
might otherwiſe be taken for a dumb Sr. Teff on the firſt 
Day of March. We were, examined at the Tower, and 
afterwards kept Priſoners ſome few Days. Bur I got 
looſe firſt, by reaſon of my Paſs, and went away in a 
Ship bound fap the ſame Port as the former. We land- 
ed there. in three Days, and I wen thence to Dunkirk, ſo 

to St. Omers, and from thence to St. Germans, where I was 
moſt gladly received by the King and Queen, and thoſe. 
about them, and the more, by reaſon of the many Letters 
1 brought them, and the good Succeſs I had had. Ar 
this time the Court began to think of going for Ireland, 
and Meſſengers were difparched almoſt every Day one, 
either ro England. Scotland, or Ireland, and I was not 
there above a Fortnighr, but I was ſent a fourth time to 
England, with Letters as before; and now I had an Or- 
der from the French King, Directed ro the Governours 
of Calis and Bullen, to preſs me a Sloop to carry me 
over, and to land me privately. at ſome convenieqt Place 
in England, in the Night- time. I took Poſt. from Paris, 
on Sunday night, and on Munday I came to Bullen, hav- 
ing, in my way, had a ſad Fall from my Horſe, and 
was obliged to bleed as ſoon as I came to my Inn. 
The next Morning I waited on the Governour, who® 7 
received me kindly ;-bur there was not one Sloop in. 
that Harbour, therefore I was obliged to go on to Calis. 
The Governour Jong my Hurt that] had received. 
offered me his Chais to carry me to Callis, and would 
by all means oblige me to accept the uſe of it, whith & 
I did; and coming ro Callis, L had immediately an Order, 
from the Governour, to a proper Officer, to ſęe à Sloop 
well fitted out, with hand ſome Accommodation fer me. 
Y I began now to be well known at the Town, io the „ 
© Officers, to Father Grey, a ſecular Prieft, and an ri. 


man, who reſided there, to aſſiſt the Engyfo Stranger 2-0 
38 allo to Mr Piggoe, and one Mr. Byrne, Merchants in 
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that Place; on the former of theſe I had a Bill for a ſup- 


ply of Money, when my Occafions ſhould require it. I 


 imbaxrked on Tze/Jay, in the Night, and as we came our 
tg Sea, the Boat's crew eſpied an Engliſp Man of War, 


and I was ina great Concern, not ſo much for my Per- 
ſon, as for my Letters and Papers, amongſt which, was a 
Declaration of King Fames's, ro be printed'in England : 
However, by the advantage of the Night, and our Veſ- 
ſel making great way, we bearing alſo ſomewhat to the

I was landed in Mayger-Ifle, from whence I marched on

I QWas not then apprehenſive of any danger, bur I had 


not been in London four Days, before I heard there was

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Perſon that gave this Information, had never ſeen me, 


only heard ſome ſpeak of my being come lately from 
France, and tho they had my Name right, yet the Deſ- 
cCription of my Perſon was not ſo, for they took me, by 
«my Name, to be a Brother to one Mr. Fuller, that ſervd 
tbe Queen Dowager: He was a Man well in Vears, 
and Luſty, and Tall. I ventured to go and lodge at my 
Mlaſter's, and found, by Experience, that was the moſt 
ſafe Place ; for they confidently reported, and moſt cer- 


rainly believed, that I was only in Kent; and when I 


went from them, they imagined I went there; and to 


"'confirm this, I always took care ro ſend Preferits, and 
©, contrived a Letter of my own writing, to be ſent them 
From Milton in Kent, when I was in France: And the 

\ "Warrant not being much regarded by thoſe that had it, 
I was ſoon eaſie in the matter; and a little diſguiſing 
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my felf, I ventured again to go and fee my Friends in 
the Tower. Then getting my Diſpatches to France, I 
ventured to go again, but muſt find out a new Way; 
and with the help of a Friend, I found our an honeſt 
Maſter of a Fiſhing- Veſſel, who for 3- Guineas to be paid 
here, and 20 more at Callis, would undertake to carry me 
thicher: I chopt up the Bargain, and bought me a Se- 
cond-hand Sute of Sea-clfaths, beſmear d my Hands and 
Face with Pitch, Tar, Dirt, and the like, and away we 
went. I had two full Hours work to clean my ſelf 
when we came to Callis, and waiting, on the Governour, 
I prevailed with him to ſtop the Packet. boar until my 
Fiſher-man. was gone back. I paid him his 20 Guineas 
more, and he bought ſome Goods there, and fo ſer Sail 
to Fiſhing, and back. to London. I made no ſtop, but 
took Poſt again for Sr. Germans; and at my comin | 
there, I had the Honour to kiſs their Majeſty's Hands, | 
and was thanked for my Care and faithful Service. 
The King, at this time, was juft going for Ireland, and 
the Citizens of Paris had invited him to hear Maſs in 
the great Church of that City, and a large Sum of Mo- 
ney was gathered to bear the Expence of his coming upon 
their Invitation; and Maſs was alſo to be ſung through- 
out the City for the King's Succeſs in bis intend- 
ed Expedition: I had the Curioſity to go and ſee the 
Reception the King had, which, truly was Magnificent; 
the Burghers in Arms lined all the Streets through which 
the King paſſed, all the Balconies and Houſes were hung 
and adorned curiouſly with Tapſtry, and other very fine 
and rich Ornaments. I went in the King's leading Coach. 
and muſt ſay, that I never ſaw any Appearance in Eng- - 
land, of that kind, ro compare to it. The Nobility of 
France, of both Sexes, were there in prodigious Concourſe, 
and the Ladies were attired with Ornaments of Jewels, 
and other riches, beyond all Expreſſions; and ſo many 
and fine Coaches, with rich Trappings to the Horſes, 
was, as I heard many ſay, hardly ever ſeen in Part 
before. Ar the Church-door, the King was received by 
the Arch-biſhpp of Paris, aſſiſted by a great many Biſhops: 7 
He preſented the King with Holy- water, and 3 pa - 
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$ fine Conſort of Muſick playing all the while the King 


was gaing from the great Door at the Weit- end of the
